to both yourself 
and 
the

Whatever you do. follow his instruc­ 
tions to the letter. 
He will, as I 
do now, stress the importance of 
having a regular schedule for 
the 
baby s whole day—stick 
to 
that 
schedule. 
If your child is not normal, if he 
happens fo be premature, then the 
need to follow your doctor's advice 
is even greater. When he tells you 
not to handle the little mite, to iPt 
him lie quiet in his incubator, see 
that you do. Touch him only when 
it is absolutely 
necessary. 
That 
means only when he is to be oiled or 
fed. or when he has 
his 
diaper 
changed. 
Keep others frorr^ hand­ 
ling him too. 
I think this 
advice 
concerning 
premature children is very import­ 
ant. I know that was the steadfast 
rule we followed with the Quintup­ 
lets. 
We Just wouldn’t let anyone 
touch them. 
It was 
difficult 
at 
times, but 
my 
nurses 
had 
the 
strictest orders in this regard, and 
they saw to it that they were fol­ 
lowed. Not long ago a famous baby 
specialist told me he thought this 
was about the most important fac­ 
tor in keeping the Quints alive when 
they were so very weak. 
A mother with a premature child 
has a lot of problems that don’t face 
the mother of a normal, full-time 
baby. 
The premature child needs 
clothes that fit him properly; ill-fit­ 
ting garments let out the precious 
heat he needs so much. 
Usually 
such a baby’s first clothing will be 
just the wool flannel or the cotton 
batting in which he is WTapped at 


birth. Often it is best to continue 
wrapping them in 
this 
way. 
We 
wrapped the Quintuplets in ordin­ 
ary diapers for some time after they 
were born. And those ordinary dia­ 
pers fitted them just like a blanket 
would a grown person. 
At the end of a week or two. small 
shirts and bands of wool flannel or 
knitted wool material may be used 
Often it is well to cut down diajvrs 
to fit. However, if he is given pro­ 
per care and responds to it as he 
should, it won’t be long before he 
will be big enough 
to 
wear

clothes that were prepared for the 
layette.
